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To  the  Forden  Rurcal  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman  «,nd  Oouncillorc , 

I have  pleasure  in  suomitting  my  Annual  Repc.rc  for  the  year  19.08,  It  follows 
the  scheme  and  deals  with  the  sub  jecis  retj_uired  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 

The  statistics  compare  f avou.iabl^T'  with  the  natural  rates  of  births,  deaths 
and  infant  deaths . The  component  of  the  infantile  mortality  rela.t.ing  to  the 
new  born  was  rather  high  but  the  nationctl  rate  is  also  high  and  has  ceen 
obstinately  so  for  a number  o.f  years.  This  is  not  inevitable  however  as  thej'e 
are  several  areas  in  the  oouncry  with  remarkably  low  perinatal  mortality  rates., 
Possibly  thiee-quarters  of  che  deaths  could  have  been  avoided  as  adjudged  b^'  the 
standards  of  these  better  areas. 

In  the  section  of  this  Eepert  dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  th“ 
area  reference  is  made,  not  for  the  first  txme,  to  the  inadequate  amounts  of 
vrater  available  in  most  parts  of  the  distri.ct.  Apart  from  hoping  that  the  new 
Water  Board  will  soon  be  able  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs,  I would  like  to 
add  a note  on  the  subject  of  fluoridation.  This  is  because  the  time  of  T.reparation 
for  new  schemes  is  most  opportune  for  the  consideration  of  a matter  of  this  kiad 
which  might  involve  some  slight  a.nendment  to  the  usual  plans  for  water  supplies* 
Fluoridation  of  ’vaters  is  well  v^orth-whU.e  in  areas  such  as  Forden  rural  distri.cb 
where  the  amount  of  natiirall^^-oocuring  fluoril.s  in  the  drinkmg  wate::'s  is  Ijkoly 
to  be  so  low  as  to  be  ineffective  in  preventing  tocth-deoay . Confirmation  of  this 
has  not  yet  been  obtained  • hov:ever  but  it  Is  knovm  that  Y/elshpool's  supplies  are 
deficient  in  these  substances  and  portions  of  Forden  rural  district  are  supplied

by  Welshpool  water.  Well  and  spring  water  in  Llanfyllin  riiral  district  are  also 
known  to  be  deficient  in  them.  These  deficiencies  are  not  peculiar  to  this  area 
but  their  effect  is  aggravated  by  several  fa,ctors  such  as  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  dental  staff  and  the  indifference  of  parents. 

In  a study  of  the  natural  order  of  things  one  finds  an  answer  to  this  problem 
awaiting  the  exploitation  of  all  manicind.  Indeed  33  million  people  in  1,600 
American  communities  were  already  last  year  drinking  water  to  which  fluorides  had 
been  added  and  were  thus  reaping  the  benefits  of  such  exploitation.  The  general 
health  statistics  of  such  communities  are  similar  to  those  having  no  fluorides 
except  for  the  fact  that  their  dental  health  is  so  good.  ?/hen  it  is  realised  that 
80-90;^  of  the  population  suffer  from  dental  decay  the  possibilites  of  improvement 
are  enormous  and  it  is  hard  to  envisage  a better  way  of  effecting  this  improvement 
than  by  emulating  the  exemplary  pattern  already  known  to  exist  in  nature . This  can 
be  achieved  by  a sim.ple  adjustment  of  the  amount  of  fluorides  in  the  drinking  water 
so  as  to  resemble  those  areas  where  a sufficiency  of  fluorine  already  exists. 

It  is  true  that  you  will  be  handing  over  the  responsibility  for  the  water  supplies 
to  a County/v'ater  Board  so  that  the  pertinence  of  these  remarks  might  appear  to  be 
diminished,  but  ^'•our  representatives  on  that  Board  may  vrell  be  able  to  pixrsue  this 
idea  and  at  least  they  may  be  able  to  ensure  that  a place  is  secured  for  it  when 
new  projects  are  being  developed  in  the  district.  A more  general  sanction  may  be 
given  in  due  course  for  the  installation  of  fluoridation  equipment  in  all  the  water 
supplies  that  need  it. 

The  local  health  services  under  Part  111  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year  on  the  lines  described  in 
previous  reports.  I have  pleasure  in  reporting  a good  response  to  the  B.C.G. 
(Bacilli  Calmette  - Guerin)  Vaccination  Scheme  against  tuberculosis  initiated  in 
the  County  during  1958 • Although  Montgomeryshire  has  shared  in  the  general  decline 
of  tuberculosis  mortality,  a decline  has  not  been  as  distinct  in  regard  to  the 
notification  of  new  cases.  The  County  Medical  Officerin  his  1958  Annual  Report 
ascribes  the  reduction  in  non-pulmonary  cases  to  the  improvement  of  milk  production. 
The  B*C.G.  vaccine  is  in  my  opinion  likely  to  operate  as  effectively  in  reducing 
the  number  of  pulmonary  cases.  The  beneficial  effect  of  the  whooping  cough  vaccine 
is  decribed  in  this  report  in  reference  to  the  small  but  concentrated  outbreak  of 
this  infection  in  December.  The  steady  progress  in  connection  with  the  polio- 
myelitis vaccin£-tion  scheme  is  also  described. 

It  remains  for  me  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  fellov/ 
members  of  the  Council  for  your  friendly  support  at  all  times  and  I must  also  record 
my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  assistance  in  the  preparation  of 
this  report  as  in  other  matters  throughout  the  year.

SECTION  C.  SMITMY  _Gd:RC_UHSTMCES  OP  THE  MFA 

(l)  WATER . No  serious  diff ic\jlties  were  experienced  as  far  as  Council  house 

supplies  were  concerned.  Apart  from  these  the  Co\mcil  only  provided  water  to 
a few  properties  in  Berrievif  and  Churchstoke.  During  the  year  progress  was  made 
on  a,  comprehensive  scheme  to  provide  the  whole  district  v/ith  v/ater  from  the 
River  Severn  at  Abermule.  A large  scheme  of  this  nature  entails  a great  deal 
of  preparatory  work  and  the  Council  pressed  this  work  fo3rward  as  quickly  as 
possible.  There  were  indications  during  the  year  that  the  Ministry  wished  all 
the  Water  Authorities  in  Montgomeryshire  to  combine  and  form  a single  Water  Boards. 
The  need  for  such  a scheme  becomes  more  urgent  each  year.  Development  and 
im.provement  of  the  district  in  so  far  as  housing,  sev/erage  schemes  and  even  food 
supplies  are  concerned,  is  dependent  on  the  basic  necessity  of  an  adequate  v/ate.r 
supply.  The  Council  supported  the  County  Scheme  but  also  expressed  anxiety’  at 
the  inevitable  delay  to  be  expected  before  such  a complicated  lindertaking  ccuU'i 
be  commenced . 

The  position  in  the  various  parishes  is  as  follo'ws:- 

Bausley . The  Council  houses  had  an  adequate  supply  from  Welshpool  Borough  mains 
but  the  remaining  properties  were  dependent  on  wells  and  local  supplies. 

Berriew.  No  shortages  were  experienced  in  the  village  supply. So  far  as  is  known 
there  were  no  shortages  in  the  shallow  wells  that  serve  most  of  the  properties 
in  this  large  scattered  parish. 

Churchstoke . The  Coimcil  supply  was  adequate  and  during  the  year  the  Council 
decided  to  extend  the  mains  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  village  of  Churchstoke^ 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Parish,  as  throughout  the  district,  'whilst  there  were 
no  indications  of  short  supply  in  the  v/ells,  there  were  ur-gent  requests  for 
mains  virater. 

Llandyssil  and  Lla^iereyfig.  The  Co'oncil  house  supplies  were  adequate,  the 
remainder  as  elsewhere. 
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Forden  and  Lei^;hton.  The  Council  house  supplies  v/ere  adequate.  The  only  other 
piped  supply  at  Leighton  appears  to  have  no  owners  and  although  an  adequate 
supply  was  available  the  quality  of  the  water  was  doubtful. 

Middletown.  The  Council  house  supplies  were  adequate. 

Castle  Caere  inion.  Approvals  v<fe  re  received  for  laying  a length  of  main  at 
Cyfronydd  from  the  adjoining  Authority’s  main  at  the  boundary  to  Cyfronydd 
school  and  other  properties  en  route. 

Sampling.  During  the  year  samples  were  taken  from  Council  supplies  and  private 
supplies.  Where  necessary  action  was  taken  and  in  the  case  of  private  supplies 
advice  v/as  given.

Of  the  three  lansatisfactory  samples  two  were  of  v/ater  before  treatment  at  the 
source.  In  each  case  the  supply  was  satisfactory  after  treatment.  In  the  third 
case  the  reservoir  was  cleaned  out  with  satisfactory  results. 


Private  Supplies ; 21  samples  were  taken  all  of  vfhich  were  unsatisfactory  and 

advice  vfas  given  in  each  case.  Where  there  were  a number  of  consumers  from  a 
common  pump  a notice  v/as  fixed  to  the  pump  advising  that  the  water  should  be 
boiled  befoi'e  drinking. 

(2)  DEiJlNA&E  iiND  SEiifERA&E.  Apart  from  the  Council  house  sewers,  there  is  only  one 
Council-owned  sewer  about  200  ye,rds  long  in  the  district*  Progress  was  made  on 
preparation  of  a sewerage  scheme  for  Berriew  village  where  there  is  an  adequate 
water  supply.  Further  sev^erage  schemes  are  necessary  in  most  of  the  parishes 
but  it  is  necessary  first  to  have  mains  water. 

(3)  RIVERS  AND  S TEEMS . No  action  v:as  taken  during  the  year. 

(4)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING,  .liefuse  collection  is  made  fornightly  throughout  the  district 
and  the  disposal  is  by  tipping  at  Churchstoke.  Cesspool  emptying  is  done  b;;, 
private  contractors . 

(5)  SANITARY  INS^CTION.  The  district  was  inspected  systematically  and  no  formal 
action  was  necessary. 

(6)  SHOPS  iij>.D  OFFICES.  IHl  shops  and  offices  were  inspected,  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  no  action  was  taken. 

(7)  CiiMPING  SITES.  No  sites  are  used  for  camping. 

(8)  SMOKE  ./iBATEMJMT.  Complaints  were  received  regarding  one  Factory.  Representations 
made  to  the  management  res\iLted  in  a lessening  of  the  nuisance. 

(9)  SWIMMING  EuiTHS . There  are  none  in  the  district. 

(10)  VERMIN.  No  cases  are  known  of  insect  infestation  of  premises.  Rodent  control 
is  carried  out  by  an  operative  employed  jointly  by  three  authorities.

The  numb  c of  families  involved  v/as  seven  but  there  were  also  two  other 
families  havi  g fo-ur  unnotified  cases .

It  viill  be  noted  that  none  of  the  "whoopers"  had  been  immunised  and  thad  the 
immunised  children  were  all  mild  or  very  mild  oases  or  unaffected. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  in  the  1958  jbnnuel  Eeport  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  Salop  that  similar  findings  Virere  obteiined  there.  These  findings  give 
a rough  measure  of  the  success  of  the  v/hooping  cough  vaccine.

Tuberculosis 


A case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred  in  a young  adolescent  in  the 
15  “ 20  age  group.  She  was  sent  to  hospital  where  she  v/as  an  in-patient  for  about 
1 year.  It  is  probable  that  this  prolonged  disturbance  in  a girl's  life  could  have 
been  avoided  by  the  use  of  B.C.G-.  Vaccination.  This  vaccine  was  not  introduced 
until  1958  in  Montgomeryshire,  but  I ami  pleased  to  report  that  the  B.C.G.  Vac  ination 
Scheme  as  applied  in  this  County  in  1958  was  well  received.  Children  from  F den 
rural  district  were  vaccinated  in  the  secondary  school  at  Welshpool  and  New  -n. 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 


No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  accurred  during  the  year  but  the  programm*'” 
vaccination  against  it  proceeded  as  rapidly  as  possible.  At  the  end  of  - the 
statistics  for  the  county  showed  that  8l^  of  the  children  below  15  year.  \ j.d 
registered  for  vaccination  and  of  those  registered  children  37^  had  hac  ,ie  complete 
course  of  inoculations  and  6I/0  an  uncompleted  number  leaving  only  2%  n*'"  yet  treated. 
The  response  was  very  poor  for  other  ago-groups  hov/ever,  only  about  5^  .aving 
registered.  Of  these  about  half  had  commenced  the  course  of  injectic;  . At  the 
time  of  writing  this  report  the  death  of  a well-known  footballer  had*  dcen  pic  e 
due  to  poliomyelitis  and  as  a consequence  of  this  well-publicised  c&  ■,  requests  for 
vaccination  from  the  non-school  age-groups  poured  in  so  that  a grea'  improvement  is 
likely  to  be  shown  in  1959  in  these  age-groups i
